NT OW return we to ſhew how Forturatus

Picardy, where he would gladly have ſerved, 
but couid. get no Maſter ; ſo he went farther, and 
was come to Britain, where he adventuring to 
paſs through a large Wood, was driven to ſtay 
all Day long, and could fiad no Way out.

Miles from the Wood a little 
Town, with-a Cattle, wherein; dwelt an Earl, 
which had jurifdition of the Wood granted him 
by the Duke of Britain. Fortunatus paſſing that 
Way, entered the beft Inn of the Town, and aſked 
the Hoſt if he knew of any good Horſes to be 
bought? The Hoiſt anſwered, Yeſterday came a

"A ND when they were there, they had yet 
three Days Journey into /reland, where 
Leopoldus dwelt at When they were arrived in 
Dublin, Leopoldus requeſted his Maſter to go 
with him to his Houſe, which was in a Town 
called Waldrink: Where, at his Return, he 
found his Wife and Children as he had left them, 
ſaving that one of his Daughters was married, 


all which were glad of his coming. And whereas 


Fortunatus confider'd that Leopoldus had no 
„more Proviſion that was needful for his Hou- 
ſhould, he gave him an hundred Crowns, to or- 


dain all Things after the moſt" ſumptuous man- 


ner, againſt he ſhould come to make good Cheer 


With him. Wherefore Leodoldus made Proviſion 
of great Plenty of delicate Victuals, and Had his 
Children with their Hufbands and Wives, and 
many other Friends and Neighbours to accompany 


his Maſter at the Feaſt. So chere was kept ſuch 
bountiful Hoſpitality for that Time, that all the 


Town fared the better for him. 


Fortunatus after the Feaſt was ended, called 


unto him Leopoldus, and ſaid, thou muſt now 


again take Leave of thy Wife and Children, 
wherefore receive here of me three Purſes, in 
each of them is 0 Crowns, and whereof thou 
ſhalt give one to thy Wife, another to thy Son, 
and the third to thy Daughter, for a Farewell, that 


they may have ſufficient whereby to live when , 
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thou art gone: Leopoldus greatly thanked him 
ſor his liberal Gifts, and therewith made his Wife 
and Children exceeding glad. Fortunatus un- 
derſtanding that two Days Journey from thence 
was St. Patrick's Purgatory, he was very deſirous 
to ſee the ſame: Whereupon they rode unto 
the City Vernecks, wherein is an Abbey, and 
there behind the Altar in the Church is a Door, 
within the which is a deep dark Hole, the fame 
do Men call St. Patrick's Purgatory: But none 
may go into it withoet Licence of the Abbot : 
Whereupon Leopoldus obtained leave of him, of 
whom he was demanded of what Country his 
Maſter was? He anſwered, ef the Ile of Cyprus: 
Whereupon the Abbot invited Fortungtus to 
Dianer, which pleaſed him well. So at bis 
coming“ he preſented the Abbot with a Veſſel 
of the beſt Wine he could get: The Abbot re- 
turned him many Thanks, for in that Country 
they ſeldom uſe any Wine, except it be in 
miniſtring tlie Sacrament, When the Diane?

The Abbot auſwered, ſay- 
ing, Many hundred Years ſince was this Town 
and this Ahbey,a defolate Wilderneſs, and not 
far from it dwelt an Abbot, called Patrick, who 

was very devout Man. | 
He oftentimes reſorting to this Deſart, to do 
ſome Work of Penance, one Day by Chance, 
found this long and deep Hole, into which he 
went fo far, that he could not return; with 
that he fell on his Knees, praying unto God in- 
F | ſtontle, 
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andy. that. if” it we re bis be he would 
deliver bim out of that dark Dungeon; W hilt 
he thus dgvoutly prayed. it ſeemed to him tha 
he heard vst further off a piteour Cry. In the 
mean while ſuddenly he was de Gord out of the 
Hole: waercot he joyfuliy praiſing the Lerd for 
his Mercy, went again into the Cloiſter, and 
became more devout, than he wis before.

T here they wandering in the Dark, at the 
length 
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length wiſt not to go backward or forward, Tor 
they ſoon went aſtray; neither could they hear 
the calling of the Priztt in the Morning &hereon 
they truſted, and they the bolder adventared; 
thus they not knowing how, to heip them ſeives, 
and being hungry and funt, ey wWhally delpair- 
ed of al! Succour, and dreading their Lives, they 
fat down as Men forlorn, neither hearing nor 
ſeeing any thing at all, and therewith mads their 
humble Prayers to God, ſaying, Almighty Lord, 
aſſiſt us with thy Power, by ſome Means or 
other, for in this loathſome Den, neither Silver 
nor Gold can ought avail, though we have it at 
Will, but in thee only is our Troſt. The Prieft 
in the mean while fignified unto the Abbot; that 
the Pilgrims were not as yet come out again, 
whereof he was very ſorry ; eſpecially becauſe 
of Fortunatus, who had preſented him io liber- 
ally. The Servants alſo at the Door, watched 
continually; and greatly. lamented for their Ma-

at laſt they chanced on one, Tuch as it das, where 
of the Hoſt was a Thief.

Fortunatus alway, when he went Abroad, cauled

fo made his 'firit' Joarbey through/'the Land of 
Perſia; from thence he (paſſed through the 00

When the Soldan ſaw he was thus deceived of 
an incomparable Jewel, Perceived alſo at the 
Window that the Ship was under Sail, he in 
great rage commanded of his Men to ſet after For- 
tunatus, and bring him back Priſoner, threatning, 
to him a cruel Death. But before they could be 
ſcarcelly appointed, the Ship was got out of fight, 
ſo that the Meſſengers returned again in vain, 
whereof the King was ſorry, 

Now when the Factors of Venise, Florence, 
and Genoa underſtood that Fortunatus was gon? 
wich the King's Jewels, they inwardly rejoiced,. 
lying among themſelves, the King and the 
Admiral are but very well ſerved, for they 
thought they could not do unto him too muck 
Honour, he hath therefore yelded them a fait 
Recompence ; but yet are we now ſure that he 
will not return heither again to hinder our Mart as 
he hath done.

Then Mercholandus thanked Forturatus for 
us courtcous Entertainment, and ls Collly Giſts, 
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ſaying, he would fo fignify unto the King, and 
departed forrowful for his cold Suit. 

Fortunatus having now paſſed over moſt Part 
of the World, and wanting almoſt no Earthly 
Commodity that man might wiſh; he began to 
render the Advancement of his own and his Chil. 
drens Eſtates; maintaining a Princely Port, pro- 
eured Maſters and Men of Faculties to inſtruct 
his Children, eſpieially in Learning, and Feats 
of Chivalry, whereto the Youngeſt was moſt in- 
elined, behaving himſelf manfully, for which 
Cauſe Fortunatus beſtowed many Jewels, for 
which was much Jouſting at Famagoſta, wherein 
the Youngeſt Son had always the chief Praiſe: 
Whereupon, the common People would ſay, That 
 Andolocia did Honour to the whole Country. 
Fortunatus therefore rejoyced, und paſſing his 
Days in great Solace with the Paſtime and Plea- 
fare that he received from the Hat, and alfo by 
Hawking. with Adolocia and fair Crſſandra. 
When they had thus many Years ejoyed all earth- 
vy Pleaſures, fair Caſſandra was troub'ed by a 
vious and deadly Sickneſs, to yeid up her im-
